ANTIGUA, Guatemala, Nov. 16. 
Now and then, in some far cor- 
ner of the world, you come upon 

things which, 
because of their 
immediate real- 
ity, have a 
great sense of 
drama.

ing for those 
who, far away

After’ a long and wonderful

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Atoms for Peace--- 


A Hopeful Thought 


Authorization by the United States of 
a beginning on a world-wide atoms-for- 
peace program, even without participation 
of the Soviet Union, has implications far 
beyond the surface announcement that 
220 pounds of fissionable material is 
being made available for use by other 
countries. 

Spurning of the plan by the Commu- 
nists, for®instance, will give the lie to 
some of their “peace” propaganda. At 
the same time, it is known that the Reds 
are working feverishly to develop their 
own peacetime program for atomic en- 
ergy use—a program our diplomats 
guessed would be offered to their future 
intended victims as blackmail. 

The fact that the United States has 
beat the Communists to the punch will 
not lose us any friends. It will also take 
some of the sting out of the Reds’ 
charges that the U.S. plans to use atoms 
only for war. 

The announcement explains some of 
the recent optimism by world leaders 
about atomic energy. 

Lord Coleraine, leader of a British 
parliamentary delegation invited to the 
Soviet Union, said in Aiken, S.C., the 
other night that he believes the deadly 
atom bomb “will appear in a hundred 
years time to have been the saving of 
the world.” 

Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill 
echoes these words in a London address 
in which he said hopefully that the world 
may enjoy peace and plenty in a few 
years as a result of atomic energy instead 
of “roaming and peering round on the 
rim of hell.” 


Many people today share these hope- 
ful opinions, Even though atomic weapons 
can destroy a whole civilization in a sin- 
gle day, the certainty of atomic destruc- 
tion is a deterrent to their use. Mr. 
Churchill has said many times that U.S. 
development of atom bombs is the only 
‘thing that has prevented the Russians 
from overrunning all of Europe and start- 
ing a third world war. 

Let us hope these opinions are right. 
We can never as long as atomic weapons 
are available as tools of war, however, 
permit ourselves to become so weak as 
to invite aggression. We must maintain 
atomic weapons superiority while push- 
ing for its peaceful development. 

In time, free world leaders hope that 
peaceful use of atoms will dispel the 
poverty and distress that breed commu- 
nism and that with. them will go the 
tyranny and slavery that the Communist 
philosophy entails.

How Far Should Pupils 
Be Wards of the State? 


The state board of education has 
ordered an investigation into the fee 
system in public schools. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state school super- 
intendent, said the investigation would 
cover the whole field of expenses inci- 
dental to classroom instruction. It will 
include not only charges for such working 
material as paper and pencils but fees 
for lunch and athletic and recreation 
programs. 

Apparently such fees vary over Geor- 
gia from school to school, and there is 
no norm established by the state. Except 
for the fact that such an overwhelming 
majority of our school people are dedi- 
cated to education above and beyond the 
call of duty, these extra expenses well 
could be turned into a racket. 

There should be no question as to 
whether the school systems have a right 
to request pupils to furnish their own 
paper, pencils and other odds and ends. 
The state has assumed the task of educat- 
ing its children, a burden that occasion- 
ally threatens to bow and maybe break its 
back. 

Parents should share this burden 
whenever possible, but regrettably there 
always will be some people who feel that 
the more they get the more they are 
entitled to receive.

To Revamp the Airport 


The sale of revenue certificates to 
finance improvements at the Atlanta 
airport is under consideration. 

Alderman Jesse Draper, chairman of 
the city’s aviation committee, has asked 
City Attorney Jack Savage for a ruling 
on the legality of such certificates. If 
approved, a $5,000,000 issue may be sold. 

Like other revenue certificates, these 
would be retired by income from opera- 
tions. Currently this income is estimated 
at $380,000 annually, a tidy sum that 
more than likely will keep increasing as 
Atlanta and traffic at the airport keep 
growing. — ie

Woods Common Sense 
Will Cut Hunting Toll 


The overdue fall rains finally have 
arrived and made the woods safe from 
the danger of forest fires. But with this 
blessing has come a situation which is 
especially dangerous. The woods which 
had been closed to hunting are now open. 

Already two hunters have been killed 
and four injured. Last year’s hunting 
season brought death to five hunters ‘and 
injury to six. These casualties could have 
been avoided by the exercise of a little 
good judgment and by following some 
fairly simple rules. 

The Georgia State Game and Fish 
Commission, anticipating an increase in 
hunting accidents this year, is briefing all 
hunters on woods safety. Among its rec- 
ommendations is one that, if observed, 
will insure a successful hunt. It is “Be 
sure of the target before firing.” Many 
times a hunter fires at a movement in 
the brush or a silhouette only to find 
that, instead of a deer, he has brought 
down another hunter. Safe handling of 
firearms, an often repeated but often ig- 
nored caution, also ranks high on the list 
of woods safety firsts. 

Hunters can protect themselves from 
other hunters’ mistakes by wearing 
bright clothing.

‘Junk’ Slows Swift Courier 


On His Appointed Rounds 


In The Florida Times-Union 
The junk mail curse imposed upon the American people by the 
Republicans is growing as a national irritant. 


‘‘Householders,”’ 


‘*Patrons,”’ and ‘‘Occupants,’’ to whom the stuff 


is addressed are becoming increasingly critical of unwanted ‘‘mail’’ 
that is duniped into their mail boxes, and are giving expression to 
their criticism in communications to newspapers, the post office de- 
partment and the National Letter Carriers Association. 

In some instances they are attaching ‘‘unwanted”’ notices to the 
junk and returning it to the senders. 


Postal Record, National Letter 
Carriers Association publication, 
reports that letter carriers have 
their daily difficulties with the con- 
stant flood of unaddressed circu- 
lars. 

In Pittsburgh recently they were 
called upon to deliver 165,000 un- 
addressed 150-watt electric light 
bulbs. Despite the heavy flow of 
this unwanted stuff many postmas- 
ters are reported to be attempting 
to deliver all of it without furnish- 
ing auxiliary help or without giving 
the letter carriers full credit for 
the extra time consumed. 

This policy, the letter carriers 
claim, results in a delay of deliv- 
ery of other types of mail. 

Confirmation of the electric-light 
bulb load comes from a residént of 
Pittsburgh. 


The other day, he says, “I was 
waiting for my mail at home, 
which usually includes important 
letters needed in connection with 
my business. 

“On this particular day I noticed 
what looked like a loaded-down 
burro making its way up the hill 
to my house. But when I looked 
closer I saw that it was our fine 
mailman loaded down with a free 
light bulb for every resident on his 
route. 


‘There were no names or ad- 
dresses on these packages, and the 
mailman simply handed them out. 

“I need one free light bulb like a 
hole in the head. But I do need, 
like everyone else, prompt delivery 


on first-class mail that is sent to 
me. 

‘‘My first-class mail was unusu- 
ally light on the day of the ‘light- 
bulb’ delivery and I am wondering 
if what most American citizens 
have always regarded as one of the 
most satisfactory and respected 
governmental services may be de- 
teriorating into a handbill and 
sample distributing agency.” 

All of which raises the question, 
“What can the American people do 
to rid themselves of this irritating 
nuisance and restore their mail 
service to a more efficient basis?’’ 

The plan adopted by the Schenec- 
tady woman of returning the junk 
to the post office may have some 
influence toward corrective meas- 
ures. Another woman says she has 
placed a sticker on her mail box 
reading: ‘‘No unaddressed mail for 
this mailbox, please.’’ That might 
also have good effect. 

If the senders of the junk get it 
back through the mail and have to 
pay the return postage, that ought 
to be a deterrent, and there is 
some question as to whether the 
postal service is authorized to stuff 
a home’s mailbox with unwanted 
unaddressed junk. The law pro- 
tects a person's home against 
illegal entry. 

But the final answer to this ques- 
tion must come from the Post Of- 
fice Department, which put the 
plan into operation. Or else it must 
come through congressional action. 

Citizens, if aroused to protest in 
sufficient numbers, can get the an- 
swer they want.

FINDS NOTHING 


Whereas Freidson said there was | 
nothing in the law to prevent | 
reasonable segregation in the oper- 
ation of a private business, Hos- | 
mer contended: 


‘The disadvantage to a traveler | 
who is assigned accommodations | 
or facilities so designated as to 
imply his inherent inferiority sole- 
ly because of his race certainly 
is unreasonable.’’ 


Hosmer condemned segregated 
waiting rooms as well as segregat- 
ed rolling stock. 

He said the Supreme Court's 
May 17 decision holding that pub- 
lic school segregation is unconsti- 
tutional bears on the train situa- 
tion, ‘“‘primarily because of the 
court’s affirmance of the findings 
of the lower district court of 
Kansas in the same proceeding 
that ‘the policy of separating the 
races is usually interpreted as de- 
noting the inferiority of the Negro 
group.’ ”’

Smallpox is almost extinct in 
this country but many reservoirs 
exist elsewhere. The malady is 
common in India and from time 
to time is reintroduced into vari- 

it ous European communities. Our 
n modern modes of transportation

f. tor afforded by distance. 


Most Americans are likely to 
feel secure because of a previ- 
out vaccination. But his sense 
of security may be false if the 
procedure was done many years 
ago, as it does not produce 
everlasting immunity. In many 
instances, protection is lost with- 
in three to five years. This may 
surprise those who believe that 
the presence of a scar is synon- 
ymous with lifelong resistance.” 


When an immune individual is 
vaccinated, nothing much hap- 
at the site of inoculation. 
© area may become red with- 
in one to two days after the 
injection but this soon disap- 
pears. 
+ In those with partial immuni- 
ty, the reaction reaches its 
height within three to five days. 
A water blister develops, sur- 
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rounded by a reddened halo; the 
area itches, the individual feels 
fatigued, and the glands in the 
armpits may be tender to the 
touch. Healing takes place with- 
in a few days. 


This reaction differs from the 
typical ‘‘take’’ which also be- 
gins to manifest itself on the 
fifth day after inoculation. A 
spot, varying in size from a sil- 
ver half-dollar to that of a 
grapefruit, becomes red and 
swollen. Meanwhile, a pimple- 
like lesion appears in the cent 
of this area, which is cove 
by a tight clear membrane and 
contains a milky fluid. In time, 
the central part caves in like 
a navel and a hard black crust 
forms that remains for several 
weeks before falling off. When 
the pock reaches maturity, the 
sufferer may encounter chills, 
fever, and other uncomfortable 
Symptoms. 

Most revaccinations do not 
“take,"’ demonstrating immuni- 
ty. When a “take” occurs it 


has lapsed and a renewal of pro- 
tection is needed. The intelligent 
individual appreciates the signif- 
icance of the incident and feels 
more secure because of the real- 
ization that he is safe. 

The need for revaccination 
was stressed recently by a study 
conducted by Dr. E. A. Kuehn 
of Vandalia, Ill. Of this group, 
909 had a vaccination scar, in- 
dicating that at some time dur- 
ing life they had been immune 
to smallpox. But with revaccina- 
tion, only 66 (7.3 per cent) were 
found to have -total immunity. 
A primary “take” occurred in 
399 (43.9 per cent); and the re-

Dr. Raper said there is still 
*“‘considerable unemployment”’ in 
Formosa, and that’s one reason 
that the country is trying to de- 
velop new industries. 


He said the population of the 
island is now about 10 million— 
and is “rapidly increasing.’’ 
About 98 per cent of the people 
are Chinese or have a Chinese 
background. 


NO COMMUNISTS 


Although Dr. Raper declined to 
discuss’ the political role of For- 
mosa in world affairs, he said 
Chiang Kai-shek, head of tne Chi- 
nese Nationalists, is ‘‘the one 
recognized leader in Formosa.” 
There are ‘“‘practically no Com- 
munists’” in the country, he 
added. 

He said there is ‘‘a fairly good 
American colony there.’’ 

Dr. Raper and his wife now call 
Washington, D.C., “‘home,’’ but 
they are visiting relatives and 
friends in Georgia. Mrs. Raper is 
the daughter of Dr. C. C. Jarrell 
of Emory College at Oxford, and) 
the Rapers plan to visit Oxford 
Thursday.

On ‘Smutty’ Comic Books

Clubwomen have taken arms against a sea of salacious lit- 


erature. 


Following up a resolution passed Oct. 26 by the Fifth Dis- 
trict, Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, in which the clubs 
pledged to fight indecent literature, club representatives in the 
district have begun a program of inspecting neighborhood news- 


stands. 


Mrs. T. R. Wofford, president, 
explained the clubwomen will 
attempt to find out if news 
dealers stock objectionable read- 
ing matter, such as horror and 
crime ‘‘comic’’ magazines, porn- 
ographic pocket editions and the 
like. 

If such literature is dis- 
covered, the clubwomen will 
then request the dealer volun- 
tarily to refrain from selling it. 


ON THEIR OWN 

“Some of the clubwomen have 
been doing some looking on their 
own, and they’ve picked up some 
pretty lurid things,’ Mrs. Wof- 
ford added. 

For members of the Cascade 
Heights Woman's Club, the war 
against bad comic books is of 
long-standing. 

At the request of Mrs. O. M. 
Mitchell, principal of the Cas- 
cade School and member of the 
club, druggist Dr. S. E.. Myers 
kept all comics off his news- 
stand for a year. He now stocks 
comics, that are really comic, 
along with picture versions of 
the classics. 

Mrs. R. A. Cumbie, chairman 
of the comic book problem com- 
mittee, said that surveys in the 
Cascade Heights area show that 
most druggists don’t sell objec- 
tionable reading matter. 

She said that once “‘some drug 
stores gave away objectionable 
comics with school supplies. We 
as a club requested that it not 
happen again.”’ 


BAD COMICS 


Mrs. Mitchell remarked that 
children are still bringing bad 
comics to school, but apparently 
they are buying them outside 
the Cascade area. 


Not all the battle is waged on 
the negative side. There are 
signs of positive pregress, too. 

The Cascade School library is 
kept well-stocked with good 
children’s magazines, and the 
teachers try to encourage read- 
ing better books and magazines. 

‘The children will read the 
good books,’’ Mrs. Mitchell said, 
“if you can get the good ones 
into their hands.’’
